Hi 
was satisfied that if the" Little Rook i 
Fort Smith Railroad company had been 
built, its bonds would have been as 
those of the United Scales are to day 
The company did not display the trans 
action on their books and I never 'ex 
pected that it would become a subjec 
of investigation by a congressiona 
committee. Tho bonds belonged tc 
him and were sold to the oomroitto 
when he wanted money.

any relations with Blaine in the Little 
Rock & Ft. Smith railroad bonds 
directly or indirectly. Seott eited ease 
of other railroads which pay from $30 
000 to 840,000 to their presidents, but 
when you coma .to consider how loi 
dqwn tho, stock of the Union Pacific 
Railway company was, when I became 
president, and the prosperous condition 
of the'company won afterward, my 
compensation wag worth double value 
of the seventy five "Bonds of the Little 
Rook & Ft.

THE f Lost Cause survives lustily in 


North 
Carolina, to judge from tbe 


speeehes delivered in the Confederate 
cemetery at Charlotte^ on the ItHh inst.,, 
being their memorial day. The orator 
of the occasion was the llov. 1. Tay- 
lor Martin, who, in recalling the "issue 
of 18CO I," said 


"The South is to day ruled over by 


the miserable thrall of YankeeJoui; 
but they cannot muzzle our chivalry 
and patriotic devotion to the Lost Cause. 
We fought for our rights, but in God's 
dispensation we are now vanquished but 
not cowed." 


That perhaps was no less than was to 


have been expected of those who had 
only surrendered their cause at the 
point of the bayonet aud when it was 
hopelessly lost. That natural pride 
which prompts men to vindicate their 
past naturally pievented any admission 
that tho Lost Cause was a wrong cause. 
Referring to it over the craves of their 
own dead, who had fallen in behalf of 
that cause, extravagant eulogy of it 
and of them was of course to have l.cen 
anticipated. 
But tbe orator did not 


stop tjiere ; referring to the future he 
declared : 


"Slavery was a divine institution, 


and we must have that institution or 
the South will ever be bankrupt. They 
speak of our cause as the "Lost Cause." 
If so, shall it be lost forever ? No ! 
A DLW generation has sprung up, and 
at a not for distant day there will be 
"Stars and Bars" flouting proudly ov«r 
our sunny South. In the next politi 
eal campaign we must, even if in the 
minority, support a Southern man who 
will buUd up our interests and hurl the 
Yankee pickpockets from our midst.— 
We are to-day united to the Puritanical 
host by an artificial tie; but we are a 
distinct people, and God and the right 
will enable us to show the world the 
truth and the equity of our claims. 
Our statesmen now in Congress are the 
cream of that body, and are tho only 
element that reflects credit on the Uni- 
ted States. Is it not better to hang on 
to the "Lost Cause" than to stay in a 
government of corruption ?" 


It, is gratifying to learn that to this 


latter query ft few in the crowd respond- 
ed "No," wbile the rest maintained an 
ominous silence.

The cnso was called soon after 
com t opened "yestciday atternoon, and 
quite n portion ot the session was tnkqa 
up in empaiincling a jury. There are 
many witnesses to bo examined in the 
cnso, and it is exported that the entile 
week w i l l be consumed in the tiial.

the issues involved are important, the 
cnso will bo wnl< hod with a good deal 
oi hitue.st by tlic public, and will be 
warmly contested by the pajtiea. 
The 


question to be decided by the jury is 
whether or not tho company sued lias
